2. This assignment was faxed in February 2002 to the lawfirm of MORRISON & FORSTER (MOFO.)

3. Apparently MOFO failed to tmnsmit mis assignment to the US, Patent Cfcifcc, so that it wm not Tilled 
together with the Application. 

4. In April of 2002, MOFO notified the inventor, Davide Grossed! v that it would quit his employment 
effective June 1, 2002. Davide Grassetti then employed his accountant, Mr. Beinifcoff , to take care of 
the files for him, as Dr. Grassetti is now legally blind. 

5. During 2003, Dr. Grassetti received a Notice of Missing Documents from the LIS. Patent Office. 

6. Dr. Grassetti had no way of knowing which document was missing f rom the Hie. Therefore another 
declaration was filed on or about September 16, 2003- 

7. Dr. Grassetti had no way of knowing why the application was abandoned until the Notice of 
DISMISSAL, dated March 23, 2004, was received This Notice was the first mention of the 
requirement that the signatures of both inventors arc required, 

8. Dr. Grassetti and Camillo Mom did everything *hey coafd to prevent AfeandosemenL

9. The Abandonment was appparently caused by the Negligence and Malfeasance on the part MOFO who 
failed in their commitment to write, ille, and complete two patent applications, 

For these reasons the only remedy for this Negligence would be legal action. Therefore, Dr. Grassetti 
hearty ftotiens Ac US, Patent Office to reinstate Application No. j 0/044,4*3, and to restore me time lost 
by tins negligence and malfeasance.
